Disarmament 

The people of this country 
know—to their sorrow—how far 
we had progressed toward dis- 
armament when the Communists 
sought to take over Korea. They 
made that move because they 
were convinced the United 
States had so depleted its mili- 
tary strength it could not dare 
attempt to meet their aggres- 


sion. They were tragically near | 


right. 


But the Russian leadership, 
having initiated a policy of a 
little more freedom, cannot re- 
store the terror and silence of 
fear. So they persevere with the 
lie repeated over and over 
again. 


Meanwhile, they keep waiting 


. . « and looking for some vul- 
nerable point in that freedom. 

It is no exaggerated concept 
to say that all those Commu- 
nists who hate and fear the 
freedom of this country are 
watching the civil rights debate 
in the Congress. The Republican 
bill properly was attacked, and 
presumably will be stripped by 
amendment of one of its di- 
visions, the third. This section 
sets up unlimited injunctive 
powers by the Department of 
Justice, making such powers 
potentially subject to abuse and 
uses never comemplated. 

What remains is the heart of 
the bill—protection of the right 
to vote, 


Vulnerable Point 

If this should be defeated the 
Communists and all others who 
despise this country will have 
found a vulnerable point at 
which to attack us. This is one 
of the reasons why a bill is rea- 
sonably sure to go to the Presi- 
dent’s desk for signature pro- 
viding federal protectior. for the 
right of the qualified citizen 
freely to cast his ballot without 
intimidation or fear. 


The right to vote and the right 
to jury trials are those long 
fixed in our traditions. It is dif- 
ficult to oppose strengthening 
that right. It poses a dilemma to 
some of the South. 


Foreign observers here, ard 
the thousands in countries on 
our side against communism, 
are not aware of the historic 
and emotion-charged  difficul- 
ties of the situation. They have 
not wholly believed the Com- 
munist charges that for colored 
peoples the boasted American 
rights do not exist and that the 
ballot is withheld. So _ they 
watch. There is politics in the 
bill, to be sure. We are a po- 
litical nation, deliberately so 
created and invested: We live 
and have our being by politics. 
But there is in it, too, the in- 
fiuénce of world affairs. And 
the knowledge that this is no 
time even to seem to oppose the 
free right to vote in this free 
and democratic country. 


Freedom is our secre: weapon. 
And it is working on our side, 
against the Communists and al! 
others who hate us and our 
ways.

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Compromise Ahead 
On Rights Measure 


President Eisenhower’s statement at 
his press conference yesterday that if you 
try to go too far too fast in legislation 
in the civil rights field, you are likely 
to cause trouble, apparently opens the 
way for eliminating the dangerous Sec- 
tion III of the civil rights bill. 

This ambiguous and controversial sec- 
tion, which authorizes injunctive action 
to enforce civil rights measures in gen- 
eral, gives the attorney general such pow- 
ers as to threaten majority rights every- 
where. It could, as Sens. Russell and Tal- 
madge have been pointing out, open the 
door to use of federal troops in a tyran- 
nical manner. 


That there will be some sort of civil 
rights bill appears certain with the over- 
whelming passage—71 to 18—Tuesday of 
a resolution to take up the measure. But 
sentiment has been growing to eliminate 
the most punitive features, those which 
could affect every community in the land, 
not just those in the South. 


The President still insists that the 
right to trial by jury in contempt cases 
not be included as an amendment to the 
bill. But even here he now seems inclined 


to let Congress make the decision. Sup- 
port for such jury trials is not confined 
to the South, as indicated in the edi- 
torial reprinted elsewhere on this page 
from the Wall Street Journal. 

President Eisenhower's statement that 
he cannot imagine circumstances which 
would induce him to send federal troops 
into communities to enforce desegregation 
of schools and other measures against 


popular will is reassuring. But armed with 
this bill without amendments, future ad- 
ministrations could resort to the most 


extreme measures which we cannot be- 
lieve the South or the rest of the country 
would want. 

The President’s moderate stand that 
education and patience should be em- 
ployed instead of force is much more rea- 
sonable than this administration-proposed 
bill. It again shows an alarming lack of 
knowledge of what goes on in his own ad- 
ministration. The bill was drawn by his 
attorney general, Herbert Brownell. 

When finally passed, it now seems the 
measure will A a right-to-vote bill, 
stripped of its worst punitive, trouble- 
making features. While the South still 
will not like it, it can accept it with 
much better grace than the original all- 
encompassing version.

Nation’s County Officials 
Hold a Productive Meet 


The 2lst annual conference of the Na- 
tional Assn. of County Officials, in ad- 
dition to setting an attendance record 
which speaks well for Atlanta as the con- 
vention site, was marked with construc- 
tive plans for action. 

High on the list of commendable proj- 
ects discussed was that which county en- 
gineers affiliated with the national asso- 
ciation are preparing to launch. They 
will analyze road management practices 
in counties throughout the nation, se- 
lect those that have proven most ef- 
ficient and use them as the basis for 
recommendations to other counties. 

Research of this nature will be ex- 
tremely valuable to county highway 
boards and technicians. It could help 
solve some of the increased problems of 
road management confronting the coun- 
try’s 3,000 counties.

Inequities Stir Contempt 
Of Traffic Enforcement 


Evidence that Georgia courts are fall- 
ing short of their duty in supporting traf- 
fic law enforcement is continuing to 
mount, along with the need for changes in 
other aspects of dealing with the traffic 
problem. 

The latest testimony concerning fail- 
ure of the courts came from James E. 
Civils, regional director of the National 
Safety Council, in a conference with Gov. 
Griffin, several legislators and Col. W. C. 
Dominy of the State Patrol. State troop- 
ers earlier had made a similar charge at 
legislative hearings. 

Civils recommended, as other experts 
in the field have done previously, that 
Georgia eliminate the fee system for en- 
forcement officers and establish a uniform 
system of fines for traffic violations. 
Other worthwhile suggestions from the 
safety council executive called for periodic 
re-examinations of licensed drivers and a 
statewide, citizen-sponsored group to co- 
ordinate efforts to promote highway 
safety. 

Complaints continue to pour in con- 
cerning the treatment motorists have re- 
ceived in various Georgia counties. Cer- 
tainly, the drivers, who are guilty of vio- 
lations must’ be punished severely and 
made to realize that the threat their tac- 
tics pose to human life will not be tol- 
erated. 

But it also is significant that the over- 
whelming percentage of arrests, convic- 
tions and complaints of “speed trap” op- 
erations in some areas stem from tourists 
traveling where the fee system is‘ used. 

Such a condition points to an attitude 
of soak the tourist and let the favored 
local sons, especially the influential, go 
free. 

Only through the adoption of uniform 
court procedures and fines, elimination of 
the fee system and by rigid but impartial 
enforcement will respect replace contempt 
for the manner in which the traffic prob- 
lem is handled in too many Georgia coun- 
ties.

Gov. Cox’s Services 


To Country Praised 


The man who succeeded Woodrow Wilson 
as the standard-bearer of the Democratic Party 
had two distinct and notable careers. As mem- 
ber of Congress, distinguished three-time gov- 
ernor of Ohio and Democratic nominee for the 
presidency of the United States, James M. Cox 
has rightfully earned his niche in American 
political history. As a successful publisher who 
built up a chain of newspapers from the most 
modest beginnings he was a prominent and re- 
spected member of the journalistic world. 

Mr. Cox will of course be chiefly remem- 
bered as the devoted champion of the League 
of Nations in that campaign of 1920 which he 
and his running-mate, Franklin Delano Roose- 
velt, fought to vindicate Wilson's international- 
ist policies. But the desire for ‘‘normalcy” and 
the flight to isolationism proved too strong; 
the Democrats suffered an overwhelming popu- 
lar defeat at the hands of Mr. Cox's fellow- 
Ohioan, Warren G. Harding. 

On domestic as well as foreign issues Mr. 
Cox was a liberal, described at the time as a 
man who retained more faith in ‘Jeffersonian 
priaciples of government . ..:than most leaders 
of his party.” 

Following the electoral disaster of 1920 and 
the expiration of his gubernatorial term Mr. 


‘Cox immerséd himself again in the newspaper 


profession. At the time of his death, at the age 
of 87, he was publisher of seven dailies, includ- 
ing such well-known ones as The Dayton Daily 
News, The Miami Daily News and The Atlanta 
Constitution. In all three cities he also operated 
radio and television stations. 

His contribution to America in both of his 
chosen fields was considerable, and who can 
now say that if he had won that election 37 
years ago his country—and the world—might 
not have been better served?

Besides, we need the cooperation 
of Japan and other countries where 
we have our troops stationed and 
therefore should be willing to meet 
them 50-50 on things like this. 

The Bow amendment, proposed 
by Congressman Bow of Ohio, to 
restrict or do away with these 
agreements we have with 50 or so 
foreign countries, would be very 
unwise. In fact, it would be nothing 
short of a major disaster so far as 
our foreign policy is concerned. 

If the Bow amendment passes, 
it seems almost certain that Japan, 
England, France, Germany and 
other countries where we have 
Army, Navy and Marine units 
stationed — as a common defense 
with those countries against Com- 
munist aggression — would no 
longer be willing for us to have 
them there. 

This, too, just now when it seems 
that Russia and Communist China 
may be beginning to change to 
some extent — throwing away ev- 
erything we have gained since 1945 
in a childish fit of needless pride!

Rights Bill: Proponents Seek 
To Indict 40 Million People? 


Sen. Rursell of Georgia, a leading opponent of the civil rights bill, 
said after a conference with Eisenhower that while the President strong- 
ly favored passage of the measure he did not want legislation punitive of 


the South. 

There is no question that the 
Southerners in the Senate, almost 
to the man, consider Atty. Gen. 
Brownell’s bill punitive. It goes 
beyond the announced objectives 
of guaranteeing everyone a right 
to vote. Within it, such a respected 
senator as Ervin of North Caro- 
lina says, are seeds that may 
grow into the yse of federal troops 
to enforce the decrees of federal 
judges. 

Supporters of the measure say 
this is not at all what the bill 
means to do and that it is not 
nearly so broad in its punitive pow- 
ers as its opponents suggest. Such 
differences may be widened or 
they may be lessened in the 
lengthy debate that is sure to take 
place before the bill's destiny ‘is 
known. 

But it seems that there is one 
section of this bill that is so plain 
that it needs no debate at all. As 
it is now written, federal judges 
may issue injunctions where viola- 
tions seem to threaten and they 
may jail anyone who violates the 
injunction without a trial by a jury. 

The Southerners take particular 
exception to this section and they 
are not alone among senators who 


question the omission of trial by 
jury. Those who are pressing hard 
for passage of the bill without 
amendments say that if they ac- 
cepted an amendment requiring 
jury trials the effects of the law 
would be entirely vitiated because 
Southern juries will not convict 
white men for violating civil rights 
of Negroes. 

It strikes us that when the bill's 
proponents set out to say that they 
have chosen a rather difficult ar- 
gument to support. 

But even if their contention were 
proved to be true, it could then be 
argued with some logic that any 
law so objectionable that one- 
fourth of the population of the en- 
tire country can be immediately 
counted on to disobey it is a law 
that ought to be long looked at be- 
fore it is enacted anyway. 

Whether the civil rights bill as 
presently worded would ctually be 


rea- 
sons for se the historic’ right 
of trial by jury, the measure is an 
indictment of 40 million people that 
more than Sou will find ob- 
jectionable. 


While gambling is permitted in 
some of our states to encourage 
tourists to come and leave their 
money with them, this sort of 
thing is certainly a sin and fami- 
lies suffer wherever it is permitted.

1 contains Genesis and Exodus. 
Perhaps it would be better for you 
to begin with the first volume of 
the New Testament, which con- 
tains Matthew and Mark. 

First read the general articles 
which will give you insight into the 
authorship of the book, the times 
in which it was written, and a sur- 
vey of the purposes and teachings 
of the book. In each volume is 
printed side by side the King 
James version and the new re- 
vised version. Read the two along 
together. Then read the explana- 
tions and teachings as you go along. 
The cost of “The Interpreter’s Bi- 
ble’’ may seem high but actually 
in each volume you get as much 
material as you would get in 10 
ordinary books. 

4. Study the Bible teachings in 
the light of your own experiences, 
always seeking to apply the truths 
of God to your own daily life.

But 
the Bible does not easily give its 
help. It must be dug for with pa- 
tience and hard work. There are 
rich rewards in store for one who 
seriously studies the Bible.

Audrey Warnings 
Let People Down 


WASHINGTON—The appalling Louisiana death 
toll in the wake of Hurricane Audrey leaves un- 
answered a grim and urgent question. The ques- 


tion: Could the hundreds of lives 
if the hurricane warnings had been 

To find a useful answer—an an- 
swer which doesn’t seek self-justi- 
fication for anybody and which will 
help avert the worst of tragedy 
another time—this question has to 
be divided further. 

Did the Weather Bureau warn- 
ings accurately and in time fore- 
cast the path of the hurricane and 
the areas of greatest danger? 

Were the warnings well commu- 
nicated to the people who most 
needed them? 

Did most of the population of 
Cameron Parish and elsewhere in 
the 1,400 square miles where the 
fury of the wind and tidal waves 
struck hardest discount the warn- 
ings and perversely ignore them? 

At the scene of death and de- 
struction in Cameron, where 
nerves are frayed understandably 
and where sorrow and hurt will 
long exist, I found divergent judg- 
ments. Some who left well ahead 
of the full force of the hurricane 
said they ‘pled with others to go 
with them. Many who remained 
until it was too late angrily blamed 
their plight upon the imaccuracy 
and inadequacy of the warnings. 

Among those who should be clos- 
est to the facts, there was no 
agreement. 

Val Peterson, former civil de- 
fense administrator who toured 
the area as the President’s repre- 
sentative a day after Audrey 
struck, said unqualifiedly: ‘‘Few if 
any people needed to die. They had 
ample warning and could have left 
if they had wanted to.”’

Press, Ken Dixon, that “had the 
hurricane not struck until predict- 
ed, we would have evacuated 90 
per cent of our women and chil- 
dren.”’ 

Where lies the truth—or nearest 
the truth? 

I have talked with experts at the 
Weather Bureau, with Cameron of- 
ficials on the spot, with. civil de- 
fense. authorities and at the risk 
of ploughing in where angels 
should fear to tread, I offer the 
following as a beginning answer to 
this literally life-and-death ques- 
tion: 

1. The meteorologists of the U.S. 
Weather Bureau did their job and 
did it well. Hurricane Audrey was 
as well if not better identified, 
plotted and predicted than any 
other hurricane. 

2. What happened then? What 
went wrong? This is what went 
wrong, at least in my judgment: 
The text — the phrasing — of the 
warnings was not sufficiently 
blunt, sufficiently vivid, sufficient- 
ly clear and admonitory. They 
were written too ‘‘scientifically”’ 
and were not written to accom- 
plish what they intended—to warn 
people to action, people who might 
have some very understandable 
himan resistance to deserting 
their homes and possessions. 

The science of meteorology did 
its job. 

The users of the English lan- 
guage didn’t do theirs. 

There's a gap here that grievous- 
ly needs to be bridged if more 
lives aren't to be unnecessarily 
lost.

Government 


And Chiggers 


Now I know my government cares for me. 

If I were charged with murder in Japan it might not lift a 
hand to help me. But since I have chigger bites in south Geor- 
gia you should see the U.S. Department of Agriculture's pretty 
concern. 


It was early but the sun was already up and at it as we 
walked around the courthouse square in Douglas looking for to- 
bacco crop information the other day. For the last three days I 
have walked about fields, traversed weedy lanes, climbed barbed 
wire fences. And when the weather gets hotter I get—if you'll 
pardon the indelicacy— Iitchier. 


The county agent in Douglas hasn’t the coolest office I ever 


saw and as we sat and waited for him I clawed absently at chig- 


ger bites and let my eyes wander over the rack of government 
pamphlets on the wall. The one on tobacco naturally enticed me 
until I started reading about all the maladies that can beset the 


plant. 

I had to give it up. I’m the kind of person who catches ev- 
erything I read about and it’s bad enough to stick to human frail- 
ties without exposing myself to black shank, blue mold and 
green worms. 

I had settled down to wait and scratch some more when my 
eye fell on leaflet No. 403—Chiggers. How to fight them. 


Now if you think Uncle Sam is uninterested in your personal 
bout with chigger bites you’re mistaken. He has gone to quite 
some trouble to get all the lowdown on the sneaky little varmints, 
which are known to entomologists as eutrombicula Batatas or 
adfredduges! 

They belong to a family of mites and they not only feed on 
people but they are just as pesky to animals, both wild and domes- 
tic, snakes, poultry and birds. They have even been known to 
cause the death of young chickens, although they don’t seem to 
transmit any disease to people in this country. 


They are so interesting to the Department of Agriculture ex- 
perts that they have come up with a spray which you can use 
around your premises, golf course or favorite picnic grounds. 

But if you take a live-and-let-live attitude toward chiggers and 
want to avoid them rather than kill thém, Uncle Sam advises that 
you wear a repellent when you go out into the great green out-of- 
doors. He even suggests repellents, but since I can’t remember 
how to spell them I’m going to do what the experts suggest—ask 
the druggist. 

“long-lasting protection against chiggers is needed chiefly by 
men who work regularly in infested areas and by others—such as 
campers, hikers and hunters—who may be in such areas several 
days at a time. The protection is obtained by impregnating 
clothing with a diluted repellent or by spraying an undiluted re- 
pellent on the clothing.”’ 


The staying quality of chiggers has always baffled me, and 
now I understand why. They hole in on the old hide, injecting a 
fluid into the skin which causes those welts to appear and Itch 
long after the chigger has feasted hig fill and dropped off. 


The best thing to do after you've got chiggers is to take a hot 
soapy bath, says the Department of Agriculture. This will wash 
away some. Apply a dab of antiseptic to each of the welts of 
those remaining and then if you keep itching—and you will, oh, 
you will—there’s a recipe for a local anesthetic which your drug- 
gist can compound for you. One treatment will give you relief 
for an hour and then you can repeat. 


Personally, I think relief from any of life’s minor miseries for 
an hour is pretty good and I’m touched that the government wants 
me to have it.

Long years ago I started fishing with a 
string, hook, piece of lead I pried out of a .22 
cartridge and cane p I cut out of a swamp. 
In those days you didn't buy fishing poles. You 
cut vour own. If no canes were handy, you 
could whack down an alder limb or hickory 
shoot. Bait was where you found it, and fish 
weren't nearly so educated in the matter of 
lures or leaders. 

On many a Saturday morning, 
three miles over the hills to the river swamp 
to a favorite catfish hole I knew. And with this 
simple equipment, I had a mess of channel or 
blue cats by noon. 

After I had the eating fish safely anchored, 
I'd take the lead sinker off my line, replace the 
worms with grasshoppers and walk along the 
shore for bass, pitching into the eddies against 
the bank. I didn’t land many lunkers on the 
light tackle, but now and then some old green 
trout would give me a show that I didn’t for- 
get all the next week. 


If you've never tasted a catfish cooked on a 
spit, you've missed one of the most delightful 
delicacies any gourmet ever tried. At noon, I'd 
build a fire and let it die down to a mass of 
hickory coals, select the size catfish I thought 
I could eat and spear it length-wise from its 
head to its tail. I wrapped the meat with four 
or five loops of string to keep it from falling 
off as it cooked, and baked it over the hot coals, 
slowly enough so that my string wouldn't scorch. 

Today, I'm so busy studying all my charts 
and data to outfigure my quarry, that I simply 
don't have time for the finer and more delicate 
things which go along with fishing.
